PARLIAMENTARY REFORM. 

lETTEH FROM LORD ST.tNHOPE, TO MAJOR 
CARTWRIGHT. 

Chtvening Houstynear Seven QakSy Kenty 
Julg2o, ISIO. 

DEAR CARTWRIGHT, 

«I never was a friend to that foolish 
thing, which has lately been technically 
called ^moderate Ri-form.' I was once a 
friend lagraduul Rtform, in order, first, to 
•btain that which was right ftr si ; and in 
erdcr, secondly, to lead to a sufficient Re- 
form, with a fair prospect of success ; and 
my opinion still is, that my opinion '.vat 
right, at ths time I held it. For, in the year 
1783, 1 carried one measure through the 
House of Commons, and had for it, even 
a majority of the Lordi Jjrejent, in the House of 
Lords, where it was lost only by thefroxies, 
and that, only by a majority of l-zua. That 
was an excellent Bill ^ for preventing hrihery 
and expense in election of ]!vlembers to ser've in 
Parliament' A second measure, namely, a 
Bill 'for the better securing the righttt of per- 
jonj qualified to vote at counitf Elections ^ I c ar- 
ried through /o!^ Houses, in 1771, before 
the enemies of Reform felt its utility. But, 
upon their perceiving its full extent, that 
Act of Parliament was suspended, and there- 
by rendered ineffectual, previous to the 
first general election, and before that plan 
of partial Reform had been tried even in 
a single instance. A third measure pas- 
»ed the House of Commons, as suggested 
by me to the Member who propoa;d it in 
that House; but (what is quite unusual, 
and I believe then unprecedented) it was 
rejected in the House of Lcrds, on \he first 
reading, in a thin House, by a few persons, 
who appeared quite afraid even of taking 
the sense of a fuller House upon the ob- 
ject of that Bill. When I was last in town, 



I infornjed vtot of th* modem « mode* 
rate reformers,* that I was against tkis 
weak attempt at • moderate Reform^ as they 
are latterly pleased to term it ; and that I 
conceived that ve'y gradual Reform would 
be far toa ilom for the critical situation 
of aflfUirs. I do aot know, whether they 
were, or were not, all of them over vi/ell 
pleased with my frankness and sincerity. 
Let any man of common sense but !o<jk 
at the state of things at present. No 
sufficient nautical measures taken against 
invasion. No sufficient constitutionally milU 
tary measures to meet. Nothing done to 
prevent famine^ in the Case of a short har- 
vest; my plan for public granaries, and 
for encouragement to the farmers, &c. 
having been rejected. Nothing done up- 
on that very important subject of pro- 
viding means of making payments, either 
public or private, in the case of alarm, 
when mon y will be burled and paper re- 
fused. Nothing done to give satisfaction 
to the friends of liberty, political, civil, 
or religious. Nothing done of importance 
about Ireland, except the burdening of 
that country with fresh taxes. New con- 
stitutional jealousies started, when the 
reverse is indispensible ; and that, not 
merely by Ministerialists, but also by 
persons in opposition. What a state of 
tilings ! — Good Heavens ! 1 went up to 
town to attend and to oppose Lord 
Grey's motion about pri-vi'eges, by mo- 
ving an amendment to it. 

I did so, to prove that I was the tame 
man of principle I ever was, but without 
the smallest hope of doing any good, — In 
fact, I did not find scarce half a dozen in 
the House of my opinion ; nor do 1 know 
that om-half of that handful would sup- 
port me, on any other subject. The peo- 
ple are yet, as it were, asleep. Nor do I 
know, that you and your friends will wake 
them, till events shall; events that the very- 
stones of the streets will feel. May God 
grant, that it mav then not U too late to save 
the couiitry, and the freedom of irs an- 
cient constitution. I can make ships, 
printing presses, stereotype plates, and 
telescopes ; but I cannot maie men who will 
see aud feel as I do. 1 have laboured 
hard in the vineyard for six-and-thirty 
years, but to no eflect. Past experience 
will regulate my future conduct. \ do not 
think that I shall attend any county; or otiier 
meetings, till I conceive that /j**:- ^_y//f^* 
«f some kind, auc^ which 1 freely aud 
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fraakly conf^ that I do hut at present. I

AGRICULTURAL REPORT.

Tbie weather has been generally wet and stormy since last report, until about the 
I2th of this month, when a favourable change took place, which afforded an oppt>rtu- 
nity to the farmer to raise bis late cropfi of potatoes : these have turned out a much 
better crop than there was-any reason to expect, from the unusual lateness of planting. 
The openness of the weather, and the absence of frost, have contributed much to their 
attaining maturity. The crop of this nutritious and necessary root is however, on an 
average a deficient one, and as it is now pretty fully ascertained, that the oat crops 
throughout the country arc much below the usual produce, there is a prospect of pro- 
fisions being much higher than they have been for several years past. 

The high price of wheat will probaUy induce the farser to tow a greater ijuantity of 
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
